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IN MEMORIAM. 

Aut is over, The last rites of national mourning have been 
fulfilled as they only can be fulfilled on those rare occasions 
when there is added to the unexpectedness of a calamity an 
overwhelming sense of its irreparable nature. The son has seen 
the last of his father by the burialplace in the Ohapel. of St. 
George at Windsor; the widowed Queen sits alone with her 
children seeking and giving comfort; the lamentations of a 
whole people have ascended from church and chapel throughout 
the breadth of the land; everywhere in the public streets and 
places there has prevailed a great hush, a mournful but signifi- 
cant silence; trade has been suspended, amusements have 
§ been set aside, even the dread shadow of war itself has been 
almost at times forgotten in the more terrible reality of our 
great loss, If any manifestation of the profoundest respect for 
him, or of the most affectionate and sympathetic loyalty for her, 
on the part of a great people, can mitigate the blow for the 
survivors, they have both of these things assured them to an 
extent and with a heartfelt sincerity that the history of this 
country can rarely parallel, 

But can we do no more? When the tears have dried from 
the cheek, and the current of daily life has resumed its course, 
shall we content ourselves with merely cherishing the memory 
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of the Prince as a memory, or by preserving in our records the 
narrative of his many admirable exertions in our behalf as a 
narrative only, with which we have no longer any practical 
concern ? 

Is it thus he would have acted could he have been placed in 
a corresponding position? Is that what he would wish if we 
might commune with him in spirit and seek to learn how we 
might most truly honour him? Let us not for a moment 
believe it, Let us rather imagine how, from his idea of 
duty, he would have shown us our duty, saying :—* Think 
not of me for my own personal sake, but only of what I 
did and sought todo, These things lay near my heart while 
I lived ; take them now to your heart in my death, and carry 
them on to fruition,” 

What, then, are the works in which he took such constant 
interest, and which, to some extent, compensated to him for 
the absence of any public political life? They may all be 
compressed in the one popular phrase—“ Social Science.” He 
thought one of the first duties of men in authority was the 
amelioration of the state of the poor, and he said so in noble 
words :— 

“To show how man can help man, notwithstanding the com- 
plicated state of civilised society, ought to be the aim of every 
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philanthropic person ; but it is more peculiarly the duty of those 
who, under the blessing of Divine Providence, enjoy station, 
wealth, and education.” These wére the Prince’s sentiments 
as expressed in 1848 at a meeting of the Society for Improving 
the Condition of the Labouring Classes, And how did he himself 
set the example? .He began with the reform of the poor man’s 
home, He knew well that there all improvement must 
originate, He did not yield to the mockery of saying “Be 
moral,” when he knew that every condition of the labourer’s 
cottage was rife with the conditions of immorality; or 
of merely preaching “Be religious; look to the interest of 
your eternal soul,” while conscious that body and soul, hope, 
love, and faith, were all being crushed out of existence by a 
hard, grinding, inexorable destiny, No; he set to work to show 
how the poor man could be lodged by building at his own ex- 
pense a model cottage—the one that was shown during the 
Exhibition of 1851, and which now stands on what was 
Kennington Common, From building one house as an example, 
the transition was natural to the assisting to build many such 
houses for actual occupation ; and the Prince gave his sanction 
to a very interesting experiment when he supported the Windsor 
Royal Society, which is essentially co-operative effort to teach 
the people how to construct their own houses, The company is 
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limited, and its objects are twofold,—first, to provide good 
lodging and cottage accommodation, with garden allotments, 
for the humbler classes ; and, second, to enable the occupants, 
by small investments, to become shareholders, and thus to retain 
in their own hands profits that, under ordinary circumstances, go 
te the landlord, Would it not be, indeed, a glorious memorial 
ef the Prince if every nobleman and gentleman throughout the 
eountry who owns a landed property would commemorate this 
time by new or greatly-improved homes for his labourers, so 
that future historians may say, “The example and death of 
this estimable Prince appear to have given a new impulse to 
the feeble and partial efforts previously made for the ameliora- 
tion of the homes of the poor. From this time we may date 
the rapid progress of one of the greatest of social improvements; 
an@ whereas previously it was the country gentleman’s pride to 
peint to his stables and to the places where his live stock was 
healthfully and comfortably housed, now it is at once his plea- 
sure and his acknowledged duty to be able to say, ‘ There is not 
a labourer on my estate who has not a comfortable home,’” 

The Prince did not think this was the only thing he ought to 
de in the practical illustration of the doctrine—Property has 
duties as well as rights. He interested himself in things that 
interested the poor, and endeavoured to bridge over the chasm 
that so deeply separates classes, He encouraged those annual 
meetings in the Home Park at Windsor where flowers, fruits, 
and vegetables, the products of men who cultivate them with 
their own hands, are displayed in friendly competition and in the 
hope of winning a prize, Skilful artisans not unfrequently 
show at these mectings what they can do in their several handi- 
¢erafts : a working bricklayer once exhibited a clock of his own 
construction. Rewards are also given by the society for long 
periods of domestic service, The hope of the personal notice of 
the Prince has been found a constant i:oentive ; and many a poor 
man has gone away after receiving a card of award from the 
Prince’s hands, or a genial nod or look accompanying the 
acknowledgment of his merit, pronder than he would like to 
own of his success and of the Prince's recognition. How easy 
is it after all to win the hearts of the people! Let those who 
doubt it try. 

But while the Prince thusstrove to fosteraspirit of independence 
among those who have so many excuses for losing it, he did not 
attempt to evade on specious pretences another holy duty, that of 
charity. £o long as any man believes the poor cannot cease out 
ef the land, so long is he morally bound to do his best to alleviate 
their condition. But let him discriminate in his bounty as the 
Prince did, Look, for instance, at the distribution of the New 
Year's Gifts at Windsor. How this might be done by an official 
we all know. How it has been done under the direction of the 
Queen and of her lamented husband we have lately learned, 
A committee of local clergymen were formed at the outset, and 
a list of persons who might fitly be helped was submitted by 
these gentlemen to the Prince, who acted, of course, for the Queen. 
And how happily was intolerance rebuked when a Dissenting 
minister, finding all the members chosen belonged to the Church 
ef England, made a remonstrance in the proper quarter and 
was himself immediately placed on the committee ! 

But it was not from any want of appreciation of the higher 
things that belong to humanity at large, and which are there- 
fore as much the birthright of the poor as of the rich—such 
as education and religion—that the Princepaid so much attention 
to the material necessities of the working classes. The schools 
at Windsor showed how much he valued popular culture, There 
is an anecdote told of the Prince in one of the papers devoted 
to the social improvement of the people which we take pleasure 
in repeating in connection with this subject :—“ A young man 
then known only, if known at all, in the district for his Radical 
epinions, commenced a mission with week-day lectures, and 
schools, and savings-banks, in an extremely debased corner, 
some forty or fifty miles from one of the Royal residences, All 
things went on well except the financial department. The young 
missionary could not obtain money for his building purposes in 
sufficient quantities : he sought nonefor his o-yn work, Whatcould 
hedo? He, the notorious Radical and ultra-Dissenter, boldly 
appliedtothe Queen, The regular inquiries followed. Noaid could 
ever be procured from that family without inquiries, Two or five 
pounds were never sent to an applicant for the purpose of quieting 
conscience and getting rid of him. The plans were approved, 
From that time the Prince and the Queen took a warm interest 
im their working, The scheme was singularly successful, It 
was never forgotten amid the cares or the pleasures of the 
Court, because the pleasures were not calculated to drive the 
mission ont of mind, and the cares were formed of kindred 
objects, That mission not only received pecuniary support, but 
was a matter of continued personal inquiry and interest, The 
missionary was once a working man, who struggled onwards 
and upwards through many difficulties. Now he is, perhaps, the 
leading home missionary of the land, And yet we cannot tell 
how much of his perseverance in this work is due to the kindly 
interest and the warm encouragement afforded on this applica- 
tion for aid to his first mission, Kind words and deeds are 
noble incentives to work.” 

These, then, are some of the aims that Prince Albert laboured 
to promote, and which we should receive as a sacred trust from 
his bands, to be carried forward with all the wealth, and earnest- 
ness, and determined purpose of the entire nation. Bat there 
are others towards which we owe a like fidelity. We do not speak 
ef science and the fine arts, which he loved and fostered: they 
can very well take care of themselves, Neither do we eare to 
dwell on the Prince’s labours in horticulture and agriculture, 
thotgh we owe in a great measmre to the first the reviving 
prosperity of the Horticultural Society and the very beautiful 
gardens at Kensington ; whilst the second have given us model 
farms and oiher and equally noticeable memorials of the share 
taken by Prince Albert in the recent and wonderfal develop- 
ment of the oldest of the industrial pursuits, Bat we must not 
overlook how much England owes to him for the Great Exhi- 
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bitien of 1851, and what a duty his death deyolves upon us 
with regard to the Exhibition of 1862, Already ships are on 
the seas bringing hither from the most distant parts of the 
globe whatever is rarest, most costly, or most precious in itself 
or most valuable for its use to man, We cannot postpone this 
event if we would, and we ought not to do soif it were yet in 
our power, As we walk through the wondrous display of the 
wealth of a world that the rapidly-completing building at 
Kensington will contain, it will be impossible for any one to 
forget that there, indeed, we shall be witnessing a worthy 
memorial of the efforts of the Prince Consort, And if the 
remembrance have its painful, so will it also have its consoling, 
associations, No man dies young who has achieved much; 
and in the conviction of that, truth we shall learn gradually to 
feel that the sting is drawn from our regret,

FRANCE, 

On Saturday the French Senate adopted, with only one dissentient, 
the Senatus Consultum embodying the constitutional changes accorded 
by the Emperor.

PORTUGAL,

The Royal levée which was to have taken place on Monday was 
postponed on account of the Prince Consort’s funeral, 


ITALY, 

The Court has gore into mourning for his late Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort. 

The Italian Budget is under discussion in the Senate, It has met 
with a good share of opposition, but it is understood that it will be 
accepted on the understanding that the affirmative vote is to be con- 
sidered as expressing neither confidence nor mistrust in the Ministry. 

On Saturday last the financial statement was made ia the Chamboar 
of Deputies, The programme has recetved a provisional approval by 
a large majority, and appears to have produced a good impression, 
The Italian treasury shares the want of money which affec's the 
exchequers of almos: all the great States of the Old and New World; 
for the estimated deficit of the year 1862 is stated at about £12,700,000, 
of which, however, about £6,300,000 will be covered by the proceads 
of loans already effected. The remaining £6,400,000 the Minister 
proposed to supply by the imposition of fresh taxes, partly direct 
and partly indirect, to the amount of about £5,600,000, leaving only 
some £800,000 to be met by an issue of Exchequer Bills, 

Signor Ratazzi, in deference to the appeal of the Italian Chamber, 
has consented to withdraw his resignation and to retain the post of 


President. 
HOLLAND. 

The Second Chamber of the Hague has adopted by thirty-seven 
votes to twenty-five a declaration that the Ministry did not possess its 
confidence, The retirement of the Cabinet is therefore imminent, 

AUSTRIA, 

The Court has gone into mourning for his late Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort, The Austrian Ambassador at London, Count Apponyi, 
has been instructed to express the sympathy of the Austrian Court to 
her Majesty Queen Victoria. 

The Emperor left for Venice last Saturday afternoon, and will not 
return to Vienna until the 15th of January. Whenon his way home 
his Majesty will imspect the fortifications which have recently been 
made in the Southern Tyrol. 

It is stated that Count Rechberg has forwarded tothe Austrian 
Envoy at Washington a a declaring that, in his opinion, the 
British Government is entitled to reparation for the aggression of 
Captain Wilks, and directing the Envoy to urge the Federal Cabinet 
“not to complicate their own affairs by any hesitation in satisfying 
the just demands of her Majesty’s Government,”

in all probability, bemade aware of the intentions of the American. 


Government. If Mr, Lincoln has the courage to act up to his 
own convictions, and to defy the menaces of an infuriated mob, 
Messrs, Mason and Slidell are by this time on their way to our 
shores, But we have no great hope that such will be the freight 
of the vessel now hastening to Liverpool. It is true that 
ultimately the Government that shall provoke a contest with 
England will go down in disgrace when the ignorant and 
angry myriads who now denounce us are excited to frenzy by 
the chastisement which, in the event of war, England will 
inflict, It is true that, in the presence of disasters, no American 
Government, save that of military despotism, will be able to 
endure ; and therefore that it is a choice of evils which the 
Lincoln Cabinet has before it, But with a certain class of 
minds the immediate danger is always more terrible than the 
remote one, and these are the chances for Messrs, Lincoln and 
£eward to reckon upon—the possible capital to be made out of a 
great success by General M‘Clellan, and the possible interposition 
of European Powers between England and the Northern States, 
Of two evils choose the most distant, is a favourite variation 
upon a well-known rule ; and we are disposed to believe that 
Mr. Lincoln will prefer to hear the distant cannou of Britain 
rather than the yell of a mob under the windows of the White 
House, Therefore we do not look for a message of peace, 
though we hope for it, so far as hope is consistent with a calm 
examination of the case. 

At the same time we are glad to believe that the French noti- 
fication will have its weight with the American Goverament, 
Nothing can be more distinct than this document, and it 
points out so lucidly to Mr. Lincoln that Captain Wilks has 
committed an outrage, that the reasoning must be convincing, 
whatever the resolutions of the President may be. There can 
be no doubt of the valuable character of this State paper, 
inasmuch as it testifies to the European world that the first of 
the Continental Powers takes the side of England, It may also 
have the advantage of indueing Mr. Lincoln to reconsider his 
position and to devise some means of extricating himself from 
it without the fatal appeal. We speak, of course, of the docu- 
ment, not as if it had been composed at the period at which it 
was issued, but as the embodiment of a decision which was doubt- 
less perfectly well known to our Foreign Minister when he sent 
the despatch to America. We cannot suppose that diplomatists 
acting in concert, as those of France and England are understood 
to do tarried for the issue of a formal despatch, They must have 
been in perfect accord at the time the demand of England left 
these shores; and the President was at once made aware that, 
though England desires no physical aid in any contest into 
which she may be called to enter, she has, and is glad to have, 
the moral support of the Imperial Government, We can only 
say again that we wish to believe Mr, Lincoln strong enough to 
listen to reason and justice, 

The close ef the year is not marked by any incident of im- 
portance, and the national mourning and the national anxiety 
are the sombre characteristics of the last days of 1861. We 
have nothing at home to record except a series of tributes which 
are being paid to the memory of the Prince whom it has pleased 
Providence to take away. Nor do the Continental journals 
supply us with anything that deserves mention in the same 
column as the great question of the day. The eyes 
of Europe are upon England, and those of England are 
upon the sea over which we believe that a grave message is 
hasting, If that message be one of war we shall have little 
attention to spare for aught but the completion of our pre- 
paration*. Be it what it may, there is no vaunt, no arrogance 
in expressing our belief that a nation which seeks neither fame 
nor gain, but which demands justice, and will not submit to 
dishonour, will be so favoured by a superintending Providence 
that, though we may have much to regret when we next close a 
year’s accounts, we shall have much to be thankful for when we 
speak of the prospects of England at the Christmas of 1862.

The titlepage of this work declares it to be “a story ;” we presume, 
as contradistingnished from that which is popularly denominated a 
novel. In his preface the author seems to anticipate, and in a manner 
to defy, hostile criticism. This probably implies a consciousness that 
his book may be questioned as a specimen of literary workmanship, 
and as sinning against the real or sup rigid canons of authorship. 
We rather believe that it will be judged by no such crucial test. In 
order to be properly esti it must be read, not skimmed for 
incidents or filtered for sensations. Oecasion has recently served for 
an expression of opinion as to the peculiar qualities and the peculiar 
xaerite of Mr, Sala as a writer, and it is by the standard which he has

ALTIOUGH the news at hand from America throws very little light upon the 
issue of our pending differences with the United States, the market for 
National Stocks has exhibited more firmness this week, arising chiefly from the 
publication of an important despatch written by the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the Minister at Washington, and in which the seizure of the 
two Southern Commissioners is regarded in the light of a violation of the law 
of nations. Increased purchases of stock havo been effected for Money, and 
the quotations have advanced fully one-half per cent. The operations for Time, 
however, have been comparatively trifling. 

re has been an improved demand for money for commercial purposes ;

Some rather large parcels of gold out of the late arrivals from Australia have 
been sold to the Bank of England, the stock in which is still accumulating.

The total shipments to that quarter this year 
have amounted to about £10,500,000.

2-10ths per cent dearer in London than in Parise and 1-10th per cent dearer than 
in Hamburg. The New York exchange for bankers’ bills comes at 109} to 109}.
